Light on His Successful 
: Marriage.

In the following article, Mrs, 
Joseph Conrad, widow of the famous 
author, tells how she managed’ her 
genius. ; nee 

My first impression of Joseph 
Conrad: was that hin was the 
strangest but most powerful per- 
sonality with which I had «ver 
conic in contuet, 1 had a sense of 
his greatness, although he was 
then unrecognised, but I fell, too, 
hia childlike quality, 1 saw that 
side by side with a giant's intel- 
lect there was the heart—and 
often the impulsiveness and “un- 
manngenbleneas"——of a hoy, albeit 
he waa fifteen years my nian. 

Long before there want any 
thought of marriage, Joseph Con- 
rad would ask me to read aloud his 
manuscripts.

We w ery hard up during the 
first years of our marriage, and I 
did everything—cooking, — lyping, 
looking after the baby. We hind 
spent a six-months’ honeymoon on 
un {gland off the coast of Bril- 
tuny, and In a four-ton cutter, for 
Joseph always craved for the sea, 
and this waa a lovely preparation 
for our Hives together. [think that 
some ‘of his best work wan inapired 
by those ecrulaes, when we seomedl 
right out of the world, and he 
could take inf nite time Lo view the 
panorama of life as though he had 
been some remote yead on 
Olympus... .- 

I hnd not expected that Joseph 
Conrad would remain for ever by a 
wife's side when 1 had married, 
but, somewhat to my surprise, he 
detested leaving me.

“Pp, and P. ia sold,” She writes. 
“Egerton gives £110 for it. I 
would rather have had £160, but 
we could not both be pleased. The 
money is to bo paid at the end of 
the twelve-month.” 

Like many other items in’ the 
sale this letter aroused a triangu- 
lar contest between Mr. Gabriel 
Wells, of New York, Dr. Abraham

Whither Is the Colony Drifting ? 


HAT is the question of the moment in‘consequence of the con- 
tinued slump in the dollar, but no man appears able or willing 
to supply a satisfactory answer, ; 

Amongst the non-oflicial community there is no one individual 
strong and courageous enough to give a lead, Of advice there is 
aplenty. But advice of itself without concrete action is like unto 
offering a stone to a starving beggar, : 

The finger of scorn has been pointed at the Currency Com- 
mittee—firstly, for prejudging the case (or, nt Jeast, ‘part of the 
case) without first calling ‘any evidence; and, sccondly, for the 
seeming delay in issuing its report. But who is he who can throw 
a stone at what may nat eventually turn out to be a Rip Van Winkle 
but a Prince Charming or a Fairy Godmother? Not one individual 
‘in the Colony has come boldly forward and stated how he could have 
done better than the Currency Committee, still less to. justify any 
vague charges of unnecessary und wnreasonable delay on the part 
of that Committee, 

Another school of public opinion would condemn the Govern- 
ment out of hand for either not prodding the Currency Committee 
into activity or not acting the role of soothsayer and seer by anti- 
cipating its recommendations and precipitately, acting thereon whe- 
ther the end would or would not justify the means, 

Still another section indulge in airy nothings of yeneralisations 
in criticising the inaction—or uction—of the financial experts whom 
they blame in no unmeasured terms for manipulating the money 
market to suit their own grossly selfish ends—ts if the whole fabric 
of the business of the Colony rested solely on a philanthropic basis, 
These critics have so fur not been able.to prove by chapter and verse 
exactly where the financiers have erred. It is one thing to necuye; 
it is sometimes quite another thing to convict, 

Where, however, are those who proudly pinned their faith in a 
low dollar « few short months nfo? Where are those who. placed 
themselves on a pedestul far above the common fry and declared 
that matters financial and commercial would automatically adjust 
themselves te the betterment of the whole Colony? They have 
vanished in the twinkling of an eye! They have joined the suare- 
mongers. Their voices are loudest amongst those who vainly but 
plaintively ask: “Whither is the Colony drifting 7* Commercial 
failures and runs on Banks but add to their instability of intellect. 
Their very impotence is pltiful! : 

But-withal, the rot must be stopped! Stabilisation of exchange 
is overdue. The Colony must work out its own salvation—and that 
very speedily. And the people naturally look to their natural pro- 
tectors and guardians-—-the Government, We have o new Governor. 
and an admittedly strong Governor. His taak is one of the mout 
diificult.that, ever confronted a Governor within recent decades; but, 
in the absence of any one rent Horculean of finance amongst the non- 
officin! community, we must turn to him to save the situation and 
‘avert any further drifting into that abyss that must involve the 
whole economic fabric of the Colony in one great and ghastly 
catastrophe,

WOMEN’S SUFFRAGE. 


What Has the Vote Done 
for Them 7. 


In the. course of an articte by 
‘Ethel Maunin«{n the London Sun- 
day Chronlelo, arising from tho ue 
velling of a memorial to Mra. 
Pankhurst, the writer says:— 

T cannot honestly feel that the 
possession of the vote has yet 
affected the lives of women. 

I think that women ought to 
have the right to vote, because it 
is an insult to thelr intelligence 
for them to be deprived of that 


| right. I think that they ought to 


have the right to sit in the House, 
becnuse there are a few women, 
like Ellen Wilkinson and Susan 
Lawrence, who have oo flair for 
politics, and whence genius for 
politics occurs it ought to have out- 
let—heaven knows, it doesn’t oc 
cur often in either sex. 


But I believe that women would 
have got the vete, and would have 
got Into the suffragettes when my 
generation was still at school, The 
revolution in outlook and the pro- 
fessional emancipation of women 
brought.about by the war, would 
have effected it. 

1 am not belittling Mra. Pank- 
hurst's courage or her intelligence; 
she was born, and fought, out of 
her due time. She did a good deal 
of tilting at windmills; she was 
impatient of evolution. : 

I respect her as an_ {ntellec- 
tualist. Intellectially she was 
right, As «a matter of principle It 


was unjust that the women of the | 


country should have no voice in its 
government’. .... ‘but in actual 
practice what difference -has.' it 
made to them‘now that they have? 
What has it contributed to cither 
thelr individual happiness or their 
collective well-being? Tho factors 
which have made women's lives 
fuller and freer ure not the roault 
of thelr right to vote and to silt 
in Parlfament. o 

The women of the older genera- 
tion use thelr vote a Ittle bashful- 
ly, as though the possession of it 
slightly embarrasses them with its

Divorce Reform 

In the fourteen weeks of the Law 
Sittings the three Divorce Court 
judges dealt with 1,160 cases, over 
900 undefended petitions, 221 non- 
gury defended cases, and about 40 
special and common jury cases. 
One of the results of thin has 
been a frank and public dfs- 
clusion between the — President 
of the Divorce. Court, Lord Mer- 
rivate, and the Attorney-General, 
Sir Willlam Jowltt, on the changes 
in public opinion upon morality 
and divorce. Both agreed that on 
thin question opinion had advanced 
four decades In two and that hard- 
ly a detail of it is now viewed as 
{t would have been  Inatinctively 
viewed, say, in the ten years pre- 
ceding the War.

People are less concerned now 
with what used to be called “the 
interests of general morality.” 
They ask themselves, ‘and they 
expect the judges to axle them- 
selves, in any specific case 
divorce, such tangible questions 
as these: What is best for the 
children?

Pala Sheet No, 165, which deals 
with various factors in vehicle de- 
sign Conding ta have «in adverse 
effect on pneumatic tyre wear, while 
the usefulness of this Data Sheet fs 
ingreased by the recommendations 
therein for overcoming these fac» 
tora, 


Toe-In. 

The effect of tou-in is to cause 
extremely rapid. abrasive wear, and 
it Ix considered preferable that there 
should he no toe-in Should toe-in 
be essential to steering design tt ts 
recommended that it should «not 
exceed a total of Vath inch measured 
al the centre height of the tyres. 

Camber, ‘ 

The cifect of camber is to cause 
svapid abrasive wear often over the 
{whole tread surface. but this wear 

is much more marked on the outside 

edge of the tread than elsewhere, 

The wear is of an uneven and patehy 

nature, the tread surface becoming 

pitted and undulating, the — effect 
keing agravated if the inflation 
pressure is permitted ta fall unduly. 

Should toe-in be preserit also, the 

rate of wear niay be many times the 
normal. 

To prevent thia it ig recommended 
that the wheels shold be set exactly 
vertienl but, where camber ia essen 
tial, iL should execed 2 degrees 
rer wheel and whould be equal for 
both wheels, 

Twin Pneumatics, 

Where the twin tyres fai! to stare 
the load equally, exeessive wear will 
fesult, which is usually mate revere 
ci the inear tyre. Thi leads ta 
premature failure of thal tyre as 
compared with the outer one, It la} 
recommended that to prevent this 
the centre-to-centre  distanee — be- 
tween the twin tyres should be no 
wider apart than ix necessary to 
accommodate the correcl size of 
tyre for the load, refurenee being 
made to LAE. Data Sheet No, 164,

RISKS OF FIRE. 


Circumventing the 
Gear-Box. 


Only the othor day I was call- 
ing attention to the law about keoop- 
Ing a fire -extinguishor in the 
garage. A tragic aceldent  re- 
cently, auggesta the — reflection 
that some people would feel mora 
secure In their minds if moana 
could be found of preventing a car 
from golng on fire while being 
driven. I know people who object 
to closed cars almply on the 
ground that they are more difficult 
to eacnpo from if flre breaks out. 

Actually, the danger of fire ia 
very small, as [a shown by its re- 
lative infrequency compared with 
the tofal amount of motoring, 
Such enues as that at Haddington 
and that other very similar In the 
North of Britain ‘some time ago 
make on impression on our feel- 
ings that is dreadful beyond words, 
but in comparlaon with the number 
of cara on the road every day they 
are renlly very rare, 


Possible Causes. 


They should be practically un- 
heard of if every motorist would 
itive a little serious thought to the 
actual nature of the danger—that 
is, to all the possible causes. In 
effect, there are only three causes 
—a head-on collision, a car turn- 
Ing over, and x bad lenkage of 
petrol while the engine is running. 

There should be no need to any 
anything about the desirability, 
for every reason, of taking the 
utmost cire to avoid the dangers 
of a collision. The fact that fire 
is one of these dangers should 
simply induce an even greater de- 
kree of enution in the motorist. 

As for the ear overturning, the 
sume remark applies, but here it 
is worth while to point out that 
while the most common cause of 
such an aceident is skidding, it is 
quile possible to upset a car with- 
out skidding by ‘swerving too 
violently. A violent -swerve ix 
nearly always a result of bad 
driving; it should practically never 
be necessary if the driver -has been 
driving with proper regard to all 
the road conditions present. Yet 
1 have often seen drivers who, ap- 
parently under the impression that 
they were performing brilliantly, 
were swerving né speed in and out 
of the trafic in « manner which 
was obviously dangerous an well 
ax distinctly uncomfortable to 
their passengers, 


Leaking Petrol. 


Finally, there is a possibility of 
leaking petrol being ignited by a 
stray spark from the ignition 
system. This, however, should not 
happen if the driver keeps 
reasonably vigilant eye on the con- 
ditions inside the bonnet. 

Not only should the petro! pipe 
line be watched for any suspteion 
of leakage, but ‘the ignition leads, 
ete, shoul also ‘be examined for 
sparking which might be danger. 
ous  thout actually making -the 
engine miss. If that ia done there 
remains only the off-chance of the 
petrol-pipe breaking — suddenly 
without apparent cause, and that is 
nowadays a fairly remote con- 
tingency, If it should happen, the 
obvious thing to do {s to switch 
off both petro) and ignition at once. 
. There ts one case in which, it is 
argued, the Ignition should not be 
switched off. This ia when the car- 
buretter “pope back" and goes on 
fire.’ Keeping the engine running 
will then draw in The flames while 
awitching off the petrol_cuts off 
the supply. In this case, however, 
there may also be an accumulation 
of petrol which has leaked into the 
underahield and the fan would 
tend to blow the fire back into the 
car On the whole, I think it 
would generally be safer to stop 
everything til] one could determine 
what was happening. 


The Hydraulic Clutch. 


Buty after all, fire fatalities are 
really ao few that it would be a 
pity to give the impression that 
they are a serious risk in motoring, 
After all, we all not only Insure 
our houses, but take reasonable 
precautions against cinders falling 
out, uns-jots sditing fire to cur- 
tuins, and so on, without any feel- 
ing of boing in deadly peril at 
«very instant. There fs no reason 
why a discuasion of antl-fire Ppre- 
cautiona should make ua feel that 
we are in peril every time we go 
out driving, 


A more agreeable subject Is the 
steady progress being made to- 
wards the elimination not of the 
xear-box, but of the troubles too 
often nttendant on its operation, 
The other day I mentioned the 
Millam free-wheel and spray, an 
admirable invention which can be 
fitted to any car and which enablen 
anyone to piny with the gear-lever 
anyhow while driving at any apeed.

apeed ix required will be marked 
with boards bearing the names of 
the focnlities. Signposts will be 
known by their white tops, and bear 
only the name of the nearest larger 
place, with the distance given In 
kilametres, In’ the cities blue 
boards mean “parking allowed.” and 
hine boards with a red edge ‘no 
parking, + ‘ 

Dangerous curves and crosaings 
will still be marked as such, but 
other sorts of danger Will not be 
specialised, but simply Indleated by 
! exclamation mark, meaning 
“Look out!’ In order to prevent 
misunderstandings no — advertise:

Many motorists in our Dominions 
harbour the bmpreasfon that the 
Hritinh light cary whilet  aubtable 
onough for town werk, Ja no ise 
for thelr country reads, ‘This waa 
na complaint put recently to the 
South African agents for Singer 
cars, who promptly denied It and 
promlved to prove thelr opinions, 

In order to do this, they at ones 
orgautsed a tour by 4 Singer Junior 
round the Union of South Aftlea, 
A. Press-man went) ns a pas 
xenger and it wos arranged that ths 
oficial seal of the Mayor should be 
obtained at each town or city on the 
route. 

An enthuslastie. crowd ,bid) qood- 
bye to the pair at Durban and tled 
Cozens of toy dogs, Hons, ete, on to 
the car aay maseats, ‘Then began 2 
run of nearly 8,000 miles, for the 
most part over roads which would 
deter the ordinary British motorist. 
Certain stretches, of course, were 
good, and the 86 miles from Johan- 
nesbury to Pretoria war covered in 
43 minutes, the haste being due to 
the driver's dealre to reach Pretoria 
vefore the Mayor (and his seal) 
ceaxed work for the day. 

In other places, however, the con- 
ditions were appalling. 

The first river encountered nearly 
submerged the little car, but it fot 
through, for lengths of rubber hos- 
inge leading high Into the abr, had 
been attnched to exhaust pipe 
und to the alr — Intake. The 
geeond river tackled had — elght 
cars bandoned on its — banks; 
some of them had been there for 
four days! In addition to fixing 


the hose-pipes, however, the driver 


and passenger of the Singer wrapped 
up the aparking plugs und magneto 
with nags saturated in grense. As 
the car reached the centre of the 
stream all that could be acen by the 
passenger (who presumably used a 
foot-bridge!) was the driver's head 
nnd shoulders and the top of. the 
windsereen, Nevertheless the cross- 
Ing was made under power and 
without mishap. 

So at lost the pair reached Dur- 
ban.. The only trauble experienced 
in the whole run was a broken 
spring—due ta an execrable patch 
of rond being struck when the car 
wns travelling at 50 m.p.h. In spite 
of the day’s delay which this entail- 
ed—for a new spring had to be 
mnide-—und many other delays caus- 
wd by the diMieulty of finding the 
various Mayors and obtaining the 
goals and signatures, the 9,000 miles 
was covered in 14%4 days; and this 
over some of the worst ronds in the 
Union.

GOLD COAST. 


Market for Rubber 
Tyres. 


The Gold Const fs becoming 2 
market of inereaging importance to 
exporters of motor-cur,, motor-cycle 
and bieyele tyres, and for the year 
1928 toinl imports of these goods 
amounted to £203,285, 16 compared 
with £168,200 in the previous year. 
The United Kingdom, of course, has 
the Hon’sa share of the trade, and In 
1928 ' supplied £96,834 worth of 
tyres, thls business representing an 
inereaae of nearly '£28,000 as com- 
pared with 1927. Our principal 
competitors are France and the 
United States, and it should be noted 
that whereas - French supplies of 
tyres declined fn 1928 by about 
"11,000 to £65,463, supplies by the 
United States more than doubled at 
£42,896. 

[t is estimated by denlera in the 
Gold Const that a set of tyrea on 
trucks Just, on an avorage, from 
6,000 tu 6,000 mites, while those for 
passenger-cors will wear from 8,000 
to 6,000 miles, Most cars are owned 
by the natives, and overlonding and 
continuous night and day running, 
combined with the poor conditions 
of tho ronds, excesaive heat, and 
improper Inflation all tend to shorten 
nvoraye Hfe of a tyre.

The Importance of 
Co-ordination. 

Morrison, Minister of 
Transport, had a congenial. task 
bofore him at the  Inttitute of 
Transport dinner, when he spoke tu 
the toast of that body. Mr. Morri- 
von elaimod that the present Govern- 
mont had a particularly flem grip of 
transport problems. Othors may 
possibly wonder whether the firm 
grip is really capable of bolng exert- 
ed, in thia or other direetions, 

The M{nister's remarks wore 
lurgely occupied with the Road 
Trafle Bill and with Part V, which 
related to co-ordination, and which 
he hoped ultimately to see passed, 
He hoped that during ‘the present 
year the Royal. Commission would 
present thely final report, dealing 
with the co-ordination of the vart- 
oud forma of goods und passenger 
transport, and he thought the ma- 
chinery the Government was estab- 
lishing would have a direct bearing 
on any recommendations put for- 
ward by the Commission. Under 
the lizensing system set up by Part 
TV of the BIN the authorities would 
be able to take a brond view and 
wusure that any system enjoying the 
benefit of the Nation’s eapital ine 
vested in ronds should perform a 
public service of definite value, In- 
stead of belug merely competitive. 

It is, of course, easy to make use 
of such happy terms. as “the co- 
ordination of ctransport." [tis a 
very dificult’ matter, however, -to 
determing how co-ordination shall 
be carried out. It Is not easy to

ROAD. COSTS. 


- Britain Must Spend 
Less. 


While it can hardly be denied that 
rapid transport la essential « to the 
life of the modern community, it 
may bo suggested that there is a 
tendency to carry the doctrine to 
excess in Britain. Expenditure 
on read works in the nelghbourhood 
of £60,000,000 per annum fs accept- 
ed almost without comment, and tho 
Prospect of further ISnereases ap- 
pears to worry no one., but the 
motorist, who suspects that such 
inercases may come ont’ of his own 
pocket. At the present tinie, the 
only country possesiing roads com- 
parable with our own is the United 
States, and it need hardly be pointed 
out that that nation is free from 
the flnanclal embarraassmenta which 
threaten to overwhelm the taxpayer 
in Britain. Ench year, the ar- 
rival of spring stimulates a feelinyr 
of optimlam fh the broasts of the 
trade prophets, and the present 
year {s no exception In this respect. 
Tt may be suggested, however, that 
the surest indication that the end of 
our financial troubles was in sight 
would be a reduction in ineome tax, 
and until thia-actually materiatiaes, 
a diminution rather than an increase 
in the expenditure on highway con- 
struction might well be considered. 
A regular allocation of “£50,000,000 


per annum would ensure that our} 


roud system is in no danger of 
decay, while permitting 2 polley 
hoth of widening important trafic 
arteries at essential polnts, and con. 
structing short lengths of new roads 


define the limiting conditions which [te form by-passca, 


shall decide whether freight, fors 
instance, shall Ge hauled by road or 
rail, as factors difficult to appraise, 
such as door-to-door service, are 
bound to be brought forward. 

Similarly with passenger traffic; 
although many view with  disap- 
proval the long-distance motor-’bus 
services und consider them to be 
really redundant, there is no doubt 
that to a section of the population 
they are attractive, as combining 
transport with an outing of a kind 
the railways do not offer. Some re- 
yard must be given to such opinions 
in aw country so accustomed as ours 
to the free énjoyment of reasonable 
pleasures, : 

The toast of “The Institute” was 
replied to by Sir Josiah Stamp, the 
President, who referred to the 
pleasant relations which existed be- 
tween the large transport interests 
and the Ministry.

BRITISH CARS. 


Export Increase and 
Import Decrease. 


In spite of the decrease of just 
over a thousand in the number of 
new motor vehicles registered dur- 
ing last December, as revealed in 
the Ministry of Transport’s latest 
returns, the production of British 
cars and commercial vehicles has 
increased to well over a quarter of 
a millfon, according to the 1929 
estimalcs of the Soclety of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders,” 

One reason for this is the big 
advance In British motor exports, 
for during 1929 Britain's oxporta 
went up by more than £1,100,000, 
while imports decreased by £395,423. 
Although there wna a slightly small- 
er number of new registrations at 
the ond of the yenr therefore, the 
decrense representa a falling-off In 
the snles of forcign cara and thero 
has actunlly been an fnerense in 
British car sales. 

Another reason for the fewer num- 
ber of cars bought In December is 
that the severity of Jast winter caus- 
ed many prospectiva motor ownors, 
anticipating similar conditions this 
year, to postpone buying thelr cars 
until the spring. 

The totnl numbor of motor 
vehicles In the country fs about a 
milllon-and-a-half. compared | with 
1,507,000 {fn 1928, #0 that whilo 
there may be fluctuations in the in- 
trease from time to time the num- 
bers are steadily growing.

A Ruling Principle. 

The allocation of funds -to the 
most Important work Is, no doubt, 
already a ruling principle with the 
Ministry of Transport, and if the 
nvailable money were ratloned as 
strictly as In the case of the fighting 
services, it is unlikely that any 
particular difficulty would occur in 
deciding how it was to be employed 
to the greatest advantage of the 
country as a whole. Careful statis- 
tics of traffic growth at a large num. 
ber of key points have been kept by 
the authotities for some years past, 
und form the subject of a report 
recently issued by the Ministry un- 
der the title of the Road Traffic 
Census, 1928. The results of a 
special census, . taken between 
March, 1928, and April, 1929, are 
also included. The special census 
was taken at 24 selected points over 
the whole 24 hours, and at certain 
points the records cimbraced the 
traffic pasalng during each hour, day 
or night. . 

Taking the country aé a whole, 
the approximate number of motor 
vehicles licensed has grown from 
873,700 in 1921 to 2,036,000 in 1928, 
an fnerense of 133 per cent. in sever 
yYenrs.. Of these, approximately 
four-fifths are cars taxed on horse 
Power or motor cycles, the’ most 
rapid vrowth having been in the 
former group. It is improbable 
that a slight deterioration in the 
auality of our road surfaces would 
discourage more than a small per- 
centaye even of private motorists 
from ualng their cars, and, in fact, 
the present outcry againat the con- 
ditions on’ the roads is directed 
mainly to the inconveniences arising 
from congestion. Actually, as 
brought out by the census report 
referred to, the Intter occurs only 
at relatively few points, and were 
these centres of congestion removed 
by road widening or the provision of 
by-pnsses, ex is already contemplat- 
ed, the ronds as a whole would be 
capable of handling the probable 
increases In traffic for at least a de. 
cade to come. At the present time, 
however, large sums of money are 
being expended not only In main- 
taining the existing high standard 
of surfneing, but actually improving 
upon It, and If, as appears evident, 
econonifes must be effected, they 
might well be made in this direc- 
ton.—Engincering.

- GRADUAL CHANGE. 


China’s Currency System Admitted 
To Be Defective. 


* Phe Financial recommendations 
by the American Kemmerer Com- 
mission of finnneial experts wil! 
be fully diacuased before action is 
taken toward {mproving China's 
admittedly defective currency 
systems, according to Mr. T. V. 
Soong, the National Minister of 
Finance. . 

So convinced is Mr. Soong of 
the wisdom of sifting and win- 
nowing public opinion in this vital 
matter that: he is taking steps to 
prepare a pamphlet embodying the 
points of view brought out by a re- 
cent publication of the Kemmerer. 
report, he told the United Press. 

“We want to do everything pos- 
sible tosencournge and dissemin’ 
ate free expressions of opinion,” 
said the Minister. ‘So important 
is this matter that it is vital that 
we have public opinion behind us 
in what we do. 

“Therefore we shall not act sud- 
denly or without thorough and 
careful consultation. Many in- 
teresting ideas have already been 
brought forward in the Chinese 
Press, and these dissenting and 
supporting opinions will all be re. 
presented in the booklet which it 
is our purpose to publish. .-We 
‘welcome constructive criticism as 
a means of working out a proce- 
dure which: will be beneficial to 
the whole country ” 

Report Denied. 
It is not a fact, according to Mr 


‘ISoong, that steps have elready 


5een taken toward issuance of Mr 
Kemmerer’s proposed “sun dol- 
lar,” qn a gold basis, in the pro- 
vince of -Cheliang and Kisngsu— 
two rich’ provinces centring: on 
Shanchak While such « course is 
the one recommended by the com- 
mission, the Minlster feels it vital 
that nothing be done hastily, since 
euch a course might turn public 
sentiment against the whole 
scheme. : 

As analysed by Mr. Soong, the 
Kemmerer proposals for shifting 
China from a silver to a. gold basia 
have vo outstanding pointa of 
mterest. 


A Gradual Shift. 


First, the shift is to be a grad- 
ual one. There is to be no effort 
to change China's chaotic cur- 
rency aystem overnight on a 
wholesale scale; instead, the move 
is to be made province by pro- 
vince on a thoroughly conser- 
vative and apparently quite work- 
able plan. - 

Second, the government is to 
profit by liberal seignlorage, or 
difference between the cost of: 
bullion and the face value of the 
coin made from it. This js ex- 


oected to smooth the path for a}. 


government already burdened 
with heavy expenditures and 
hardly In a position to indulge in 
enterprises “Involving additional 
expense. 

A Major Problem. 

_ For the time being, the sensna- 
tional decline in the price of silver 
is providing 8 major problem in 
Chinese goverument finance, The 
shoe pinches particularly in the 
matter of China’s payment of in- 
terest, and repayment of prin- 
cipal, on foreign debts, 

In splte-of the fact that It now 
takes many more Chinese dollars 
to: cover a given gold-basis in- 
terest payment than it did a ycar 
or more age, Mr. Soong’s Ministry 
is adhering to a policy of strict and 
prompt payment of obligations in 
a fashion which financial experts 
believe may before Iong_ make 
capital availablo to the National 
Government on more favourable 
terma than prevailed heretofore.

The maximum. penalty of one 
year’s hard Inbour was pasacd on a 
widow ana married woman, named 
Li Of and Chan Yau, respectively, at 
the Kowloon Magistracy yesterday 
morning, when they wore convicted 
by Mr. Whyte-Smith on a charge 
of kidnapping two Chinese boys, 
aged 6 and 9, from their parents ut 
Ytinnan Lane, 

Sub-Inspector Evans prosecuted 
on behalf of the Police, while tho 
defendants, both of whom appeared 
in the dock, were not tegally repre- 
sented: oa 

Both women pleaded:—"We have 
not kidnapped the boys.‘ Two men,, 
who are total atrangers to ua, told 


ua to take the two boys te Sum 
Chun.” 


His Worahip took that as n plea 
of “not guilty,” and evidence was 
then called. 

“He is My Son.” . 


The « first witneas, Police Con- 
atable Li Shing, atated:—"“At 1.30 
p.m. yesterday, I was on duty on the 
Yaumiti Railway Station. 1 saw 
the first defendant with the boy, 
Wong Mun, holding her hand, going 
through the barrier to catch tho 
train for Sum Chun. I -asked the 
first defendant, Who fa the boy? 
He is my son, was: her reply. 
Where have you come from, I asked. 
First defendant replied, From Can- 
ton. . 

“The second defendant was follow. 
ing the first defendant with the 
second boy, Leung Ngau. I asked 
the “second defendant who the 
boy was, and ahe’ said, He is my 
nephew. I asked the second defend 
ant where she was taking the boy. 
She Said: The boy’s father ia in 
Canton. I disbelieved them and took 
them to the Mongkoktgul. Police Sta- 
thon... On the way’ to the station I 
sald: Look here, you must tell me 
the truth, because your statements 
can be verified later. Then the. 
second defendant saidff Let metell 
you the truth now. Two men hand- 
ed the boys to us to take to Sum 
Chun, They have given ua $10 each 
for dolng that. : 

Told What to Say. 

This concluded the evidence, and 
defendants intimated that what the 
constable had said was true, ond that 
also they had been told what to soy.

The mother of Wong Mun, the 
Gret jad, spoke of having mlesed her 
son on Friday, and belny summoned 
to the’ Mongkoktsul Pollce Station 
{ater on in the day, when she found 
her lost son, who had been missing 
since meal time in the morning. 
Similar ovidenco was given by the 
Lather of the second boy, while both 
speakere told. the Court that thelr, 
sone’ clothing had been changed by 
the kidnappers—a ‘very common 
practice. 

“Fish Sweets.” 

Sub-Inapector Evans intimated to 
his Worahip that ‘there ivas evidence 
to show-that: the two boys were en- 
tieed away from thelr homes on. 
Friday morning by an older Jad, 
under the protext that he would buy 
thom some “fish sweets.” The two 
boys were taken to the Yaumatl 
Railway Station, and on the way 
they met the two women, who took 
them to a cortain temple where they 
changed the two lads’ clothing, 

‘After hearing the evidence of the 
older of the two Kddnapped Jads, bis 
Worship, addressing the defendants 
sald: “Convicted of kidnapping, 
You will ench be sentenced to twelve 
months’ hard Jabour.”
